od was drowned, He was found the 
following Friday and buried on they 
banks of the river by the coroner, Ou 
unday, Oct. 4th, I took him up and 
mnried him in Millsburg cemetery. In 
der that you might not be misled in 
our mind in references to Elder Rid 
el jamping off of the steamer, you 
will please allow me to state to you 
that the key which held tho engine tc 
tho main shaft flew out and this caused 
he boat to go in à rapid speed, and 
before the ongine could be shut off El- 
er Ridgel jumped off, being near the 
hore, thinking he could make bis es- 
ape, but failed to do 80, All efforts 
were made for his rescue, but failed in 
it, as the current was very strong and 
ae boat was on a drift. 

Dear father, the church has lost au- 
ther useful man. He has beon faith- 
fal to his duty since ho has been in 
he country, Holeaves bis stations in 
auch mourning and boloved by the 
ntire republic, I'll try to preach 
bis funeral tomorrow, Snaday, Oct. 
Ich, at Arthington, aud I'll leave the 
Alance until you come, dear father.

will drink.“ Should the Bassa wood 
g6em to over power him as he is made 
to walk before two boys, wit» contin- 
ally eay you are guilty, if not vomit 
the Bassa wood. He says, I am not 
guilty, I will produce it directly.” 
Should ho stagger from the effoot, the 
palm leaves are torn from his weist 
and ho is heat to death. Ho is never 
suffered to fall, with the palm leaves 
aronnd him, or leavos of victory over 
death.“ 

Tn my last I mentioned those spooies 
of botanical plants attaching -them- 
solves to the palm, known in the Kroo 
tongue as the dah, or rubber, 75 
en nu 8onh, or touch mo and I'll 
sting yon,” and the Jo whordo,or palm 
covering or protection.” These 
names aro from the original African 
tougus and have significant meanings. 
According to their tradition, the palm 
will not allow anything to attach itself 
to its trunk unless it is useful to it, It- 
elf and some one else. Hence, no 
misletoe! or parasites aro seen growing 
from its limbs as on the orange. Lowe 
says: Guavs and lime on applying 
to the tree to be allowed to engraft it- 
self upon its trunk, they are informed 
that unless they can give satisfactory 
proofs of nzeſnlness, thoy will be re 
jooted, The dah,or rubber, assured the 
palm that it would promise quick 
growth, beantiful evergreen leaves, to 
mingle with its own, would entwine 
around it and give strength and beauty 
to its gracefai form, woald yield its

trunk or leaves, would soil tho hands 
aud apparel of the intruder who dare 
«cok the nuts of the palm, would
